mushrooms out over a vast area of 
open country and becomes more fluid 
as it spreads. 
As this was being w ritten there 
arrived at my desk a bulletin from 
the western front reporting that the 
Gorman offensive force appeared 
temporarily blunted and compelled 
to slow down. T h at’s encouraging, 
but in assaying its significance we 
should take into account the fact 
that the drive has arrived at the 
point where it naturally would lose 
momentum somewhat. The tim e has 
.scrived for Nazi consolidation of 
position in some freshly acquired 
places, and the problem of making 
supplies keep pace with the ad­ 
vancing troops is becoming hourly 
more difficult for the Nazis.

the situation fairly well. The ele­ 
ment of big-scale surprise is past,
